Worth of War Bonds 

Eleven-year-old Billy Dunworth, 
who alone sold $2,000 worth of war 
bonds, is among the many volunteer 
workers whose efforts, backed by the 
loyal support of the community, help- 
ed to put Antioch's" Seventh War 
Loan campaign "over the top," Chair- 
man Otto S. Klass revealed this week, 
Billy is the son of Mr. and Mrs'.

Antioch's "grand total" of war bond 
sales was listed at the end of the 
campaign on June 30 as $215,709.50. 
Payroll purchases of bonds are not 
included in this total, Klass states, 
although they will be credited to An- 
tioch when they are reported later 
by the Federal Reserve banks, nor 
does it include purchases by the two 
local banks. 

Purchases of "E" series bonds re- 
ported so far amount to $87,709.75 
(quota, $60,000); all other bonds, 
$127,999.75.

The contract for furnishing ma- 
terial required in the maintenance 
of Arterial Streets Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4 and 
5 in Antioch was awarded to Liberty 
Petroleum company of Libertyville 
at a recessed meeting of the Antioch 
village council last evening, when 
sealed bids for the project were re- 
ceived and opened. Acceptance of the 
bid is subject to the approval of tho 
Illinois State Highway department. 

The Liberty Petroleum company 
was the only one of the three bidders 
which included in its bid the furnish- 
ing of 225 yards of gravel. 

Its bid was $427.50 for furnishing 
the gravel and $1,399.00 for the other 
surfacing materials. 

The other bidders were Skokto 
Valley Asphalt Co., $1,544.00 (not In- 
cluding gravel), and James Baker & 
Co. Sons, $1,962,00, also not including 
gravel. 

The gravel is to be used on Depot 
street east of the Soo Line railroad 
tracks and on North avenue cast of 
Main street. 

The other streets on which main- 
tenance work will be done arc First, 
Orchard and Quality. 

Funds for maintenance of the ar- 
terial streets are derived from state 
motor fuel tax refund allocations.

40 Persons Drown Each Day in July 

One person will drown in the United "States every 
35 minutes during June and July, according to the Na- 
tional Safety Council. That is an average of 40 persons 
drowned each day. Those figures are based on previous 
annual records. 

July is the peak month with one-fifth of all drown- 
ings occurring during that month.
